It was suggested to form a Mu 
tual Telephone Company to take 
over and operate the existing rural 
lines, and to raise the necessary 
amouut of eapital each subscriber 
would take ont one $25 share. 


The following gentlemen were 
elected to form a canvassing com- 
mittee, and those desirous of any 
information should immediately get 
in touch with any of the folluwing:

in the minds of some 70 odd citi- 
zens who attended the joint meet 
ing in the U.F.A. hall on Monday 
the 5th instant. The meeting was 
opened by the chairman, Mr. Al- 
dred and addressed first by R. M. 
McCool, M.L.A. for Cochrane in 
the Provincial House. 

Mr. McCool dealt in an able 
manner with several pieces of leg- 
islation passed &t the last session 
of the House in Edmonton. His 
closing remarks were in connection 
with the reason behind the Gov- 
ernment's decision to dispose of 
the rural telephone lines to the 
farmers themselves. 

Mr. Speakman was billed to speak 
on the Federal Debt Legislation and 
the Marketing Act. Curiously 
enough he spent more time discuss- 
ing the Banking legislation having 
to do with the decennial revision 
of the Bank Act and the incorpor- 
ation of the Bank of Canada, than 
with either of the first mentioned 
topics. Obviously enough the Farm- 
ers’ Creditors Arrangement Act 
was not designed to affect many 
farmers on the Calgary-Edmonton 
line and the speaker's remarks were 
of a general nature. The Act was 
intended to do something for men 
who have not had crops for 4 or 
5 years. The Bank Act revision 
will carry that Act for another ten 
years. 

The Marketing Act was also 
dealt with in a general way by Mr. 
Speakman wh@ intimated that he 
was closely connected with those 
who prepared this particular Act 
and lent his assistance when called 
upon although it was a Govern- 
ment measure. He was very much 
in favor of the Act. He pointed 
out however that it was necessary 
for different groups to take the in- 
itiative if they wanted to come 
under the scheme and to this end 
a general meeting is being held in 
Calgary today (Thursday) to pass 
on a plan being submitted by spec- 
ially selected men interested in 
livestock in the Province.

A Call To Citizenship and Fumanicy 


With the approach of winter in this country, located in the northern | 


latitudes where winter weather is rigorous and prolonged, numerous organ- 
izations supported by thousands of warm-hearted and generous men and 
women are actively interesting themselves in the welfare of other thousands 
of their fellow citizens who are in difficulty and distress, lacking adequate 
shelter, clothing, fuel and food. These various organizations, each in its own 
field, are making appeal to the whole citizenship of Canada to come to the 
aid of all those who are in need of assistance. The press, the pulpit, the 
public platform and the radio are all enlisted in promoting this humanitarian 
work, and all of these agencies are gladly extending their services. 

It is the interest. the sympathy, the generosity, the sacrifice of the in- 
dividual citizens that is now required.. Whatever opinions may have been 
held by many people in years gone by as to whether or not they were their 
brother's keeper, surely there can now be no two opinions as to the responsi- 
bility of each citizen for the welfare of other citizens. Duty to oneself and 
one’s own family remains, as it always must remain, but the formerly enter- 
tained conception of that duty has narrowed during recent years, while one’s 
duty to others has greatly widened. Past selfishness is the cause of much 
of the suffering and loss of to-day; more unselfishness and the larger 
patriotism is the universal call of duty to-day. 

Because of continued unemployment everywhere, and the plight of so 
many people in Western Canada, especially in south-western Saskatchewan 
and in portions of Manitoba and Alberta because of another extensive crop 
failure due to drought, the need for extending assistance to thousands of 
families is as great as in any preceding year, and in some respects even 
greater. 


Governments, acting on behalf of all the people, are shouldering the | 


major problem. They are mortgaging the future in order that people may 
survive in the present. It is the only thing to do,—it must be done, and is 
being done, To Governments must be left the responsibility and duty which 
is theirs, but, as Premier Bennett stated in a recent address in support of 
the various charity drives now in progress across Canada, Government relief 
efforts, no matter how extensive, can never take the place of the human 
touch provided by private social welfare agencies. As a result, the responsi- 
bility on those in a position to contribute to the assistance of the needy is 
greater than ever in these times. 

It is gratifying to note that appeals being made are not falling upon 
deaf ears or stony hearts. At the time of writing this article no less than 
227 railway cars of produce, fruit and vegetables, have been voluntarily con- 
tributed by people in the eight other provinces to the drought stricken areas 
of Saskatchewan, and additional cars are being provided every day. 
Churches, service clubs, the Red Cross, Community Chest organizations, and 
groups of public spirited men and women in cities, towns and villages all 
over the Dominion are at work, and the rural districts unaffected by drought 
are nobly responding. 

But, as always, there are many who remain wrapped up in their selfish- 
ness, but who at a minimum of personal sacrifice could and should make 
substantial contribution to the needs of others. Too many people who are 
still in fairly comfortable circumstances consider themselves hard-up, and 
say they cannot make contributions which they ought to make, simply be- 
cause their incomes to-day are reduced from what they were a few years 
ago. In those better times they were not called upon to give in proportion 
to what they had because the need on the part of others did not exist. To- 
day that need does exist, and it is their duty to respond to present appeals 
in still larger measure than formerly out of the incomes and reserves they 
still possess. 

Our whole citizenship has a duty to perform because of our relationships 
to our fellow men. If that duty is not fully and even gladly met, then our 
much vaunted civilization is a sham and should and will crumble in ruins. 
Therefore, in every community no matter how small where an appeal on be- 
half of the needy is made, and regardless of the organization that may make 
the appeal, or the particular need which it is designed to meet, there should 


be a cordial welcome extended to those who are giving of their time and | 


energy in promoting the success of the appeal, and the most generous re- 
sponse possible consistent with one’s own actual needs as these may be seen 
and understood in the light of the actually desperate needs of others.

Secret Chemical Makes Air Clear 
In Few Seconds 

Lightning raids on fog are fore- 
shadowed by a secret chemical to 
which a trial was given recently. 
When a typical pea-soup specimen 
loomed up, engineers, having mount- 
ed their “guns”, an array of centri- 
fugal pipes suspended thirty feet 
horizontally above the ground fired 
streams of this liquid into its midst.

Golden text: “All they that take 
the sword shall perish with the 
sword,” Matthew 26:52. 

Lesson: Galatians 5:13-26. 

Devotional reading: Micah 4:1-5, 


Explanations And Comments 


Live at Peace With One Another, 
verses 18-15. The people to whom 
Paul wrote this letter lived in Gal- 
atia, the Roman province which ex- 
tended north and south across the 
central plateau of Asia Minor. In 
Southern Galatia were the cites where 
Paul founded churches on his second 
missionary journey—<Antioch in Pis- 
idia, Iconium, Lystra and Derbe. He 
visited Galatia again on his third mis- 
sionary journey, and two or three 
years later wrote this letter. 

In the beginning of the fifth chap- 
ter, Paul tells his readers that Christ 
sets them free from the bondage of 
the old law, and urges them to hold 
fast their freedom. Then in our les- 
son text he tells them not to err in 
thinking that freedom from the re- 
quirements of the law means dis- 
obedience to its spirit, which is that 
of love to others. “To men who have 
been accustomed to think of law as 
the only obstacle to free self-indulg- 
ence, or to those who have not been 
| accustomed to high ethical standards, 
freedom from the law was easily 
taken to mean that for the Christian 
there is nothing to stand in the way 
of the unrestrained indulgence of his 
own impulses. Of this danger Paul 
is well aware (Rom. 6:1; Phil. 3:17; 
Col, 3:1), and beginning with this 
verse he addresses himself vigorously 
to meeting and arresting it.” 

Brothers, wrote Paul, you are free 
from the law, but Christian liberty 
does not mean that you can do as 
you please. Liberty and license are 
not synonymous. Do not use your 
freedom as a license for indulging 
your lower impulses, but live in ac- 
cordance with the law of love. 
“Flesh” is used here for “that ele- 
ment of man’s nature which is op- 
posed to goodness and makes for 
evil. It signifies the entire potency 
of sin.” Through loving service for 
others, continued Paul, you fulfil the 
whole divine law, which is, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. 

“A Christian man is the most free 
lord of all, and subject to none; a 
Christian man is the most dutiful 
servant of all, and subject to all.” 
(Martin Luther). 

Then, remembering that the Gala- 
tians were prone to quarrel, Paul 
adds, “But if ye bite and devour one 
another [act toward one another like 
dogs or wild beasts], beware lest you 
destroy one another [one another's 
spiritual life].” 

“No man resolved to make the 
most of himself can spare the time 
for personal contention. Still less can 
he afford to take all the consequences, 
including the vitiation of his temper 
and the loss of self-control.” 


Little Journeys In Science 


GLASS 
{By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Historians tell us that the Egyp- 
tians discovered how to make glass. 
The production of glass on a large 
scale. started in Egypt about 1370 
B.C, Alkali (sodium carbonate) was 
melted with crushed quartz, lime- 
stone, and copper compounds in 
crucibles to give a blue glass. Glass 
made in Egypt was shipped to all 
parts of the Roman Empire. 


Science has shown the modern 
manufacturer how to produce many 
new and useful kinds of glass. Ordin- 
ary glass, which is composed of soda, 
lime end sand cracks readily when 
suddenly heated or cooled. If com- 
mon glass is heated strongly it soft~ 
ens, and vessels made from it change 
their shape The addition of boron 
compounds and certain metallic 
‘oxides to the formula of ordinary 
glass produces a type of glass known 
as Jena glass, which can stand high 
temperatures. Recently scientists 
have produced pyrex glass by replac- 
ing some or all of the lime with 
aluminum or some other metals. 

Pyrex glass is strong and stands 
changes in temperature so well that 
cooking dishes can be manufactured 
from it. Silica, commonly known as 
sand, can be converted into a trans- 
parent glass known as silica glass, 
which can be heated to redness and 
plunged into cold water without being 
fractured. 

Optical glass for lenses of all 
kinds is produced by adding lead 
Optical 
giass must be free from all color- 
producing materials and must also 
| be free even from very small air 
bubbles or stringy waves. Cheap imi- 
tations of gems are made from glass 
very rich in lead (paste), and the 
glass of which cut-glass vessels is 
made is of this same kind but it con- 
tains less lead.

Private Manufacture Of Arms 


London.—The British government 
has decided to establish an inquiry 
into the private manufacture and sale 
of war materials, it was stated in 
political quarters. Official confirma- 
tion, however, was lacking for the 
present. 

The Daily Mail said the govern- 
ment’s decision was partly a result 
of the senatorial inquiry at Washing- 
ton and also partly because of a 
deadlock in the disarmament confer- 
ence. 

It was believed the government 
also wou'd propose other nations join 
a conference to discuss the manufac- 
ture and exportation of arms with a 
view to securing a convention estab- 
lishing international control. 

Such a conference, it was suggest- 
ed, might take the place of the dis- 
armament conference. 

Announcement that these steps 
have been determined upon, it was 
stated, will be the government’s an- 
swer to labor’s demands in the House 
of Commons, and suggestion of the 
admiralty for an independent inquiry 
into the placing of contracts for 
naval construction.

British Government’s Incitement To 
Disaffection Bill Subject To Change 

London.-—-The government's Incite- 
ment to Disaffection bill passed 
through report stages in the House 
of Commons but several amendments 
were written into it during the brief 
two-day debate. 

An amendment by the labor op- 
position providing a search warrant 
should be issued only by a high court 
judge and not as originally proposed 
in the bill by two magistrates, was 
accepted by the government. A fur- 
ther change was made when the gov- 
ernment accepted an amendment pro- 
viding no prosecution could take 
place without the consent of the 
director of public prosecutions. 

The bill purports to check distribu- 
tion of seditious literature among the

— Suggesting that the 
memory of Hon. H. H. Stevens with 
respect to events leading up to his 
resignation as minister of trade and 
commerce, was “at variance with the 
recollection of my colleagues and 
myself,” Prime Minister R. B. Ben- 
nett, in a letter, expressed the opinion 
no useful purpose would be served by 
further correspondence. 

Mr. Bennett's letter was in reply 
to that sent him by Mr. Stevens in 
which the latter stated at some 
length his criticism of the prime 
minister and his colleagues, and dealt 
particularly with the communication 
sent him accepting his resignation. 

The prime minister's letter to Mr. 
Stevens was sent to the former 
minister following a brief session of 
council, and a short time later copies 
were made available to the press. 

In the meantime rumors circulate 
swiftly of impending cabinet changes 
but no announcements in this respect 
are anticipated until the return of 
Hon. R. J. Manion, minister of rail- 
ways and canals. 

Mr. Bennett’s letter follows: 

“Dear Sir: 

“I received your letter of yester- 
day in due course. 

“As you resigned as minister of 
trade and commerce and chairman of 
the royal commission rather than re- 
sume, as proposed, the amicable dis- 
cussion with your then colleagues, 
which, by consent, was adjourned on 
Thursday last, when all the relevant 
papers to which you refer were avail- 
able to you, no useful purpose will be 
served by anticipating parliamentary 
discussion and continuing the corre- 
spondence with respect to events of 
which I think it proper to state that 
your indicated memory is at variance 
with the recollection of my colleagues 
and myself.

Discuss Meat Imports 


Britain Submits Memorandum For 
Future Discussions With Dominions 


London. — Conversations between 
British representatives and delegates 
from the Dominions concerning the 
United Kingdom's meat imports were 
resumed at the Dominions office and 
it is understood the Britons submit- 
ted a memorandum which will form 
the basis of future discussions. 

The memorandum, it was learned, 
has been cabled overseas to the gov- 
ernments of the various Dominions 
for their observation. Meanwhile dis- 
cussion on the question, of vital sig- 
nificance to British farmers as well 
as to the Dominions, has been ad- 
journed for at least a fortnight.

WHEAT PRICES 
TO BE PEGGED 
FROM NOV. 1ST 


Winnipeg.—Effective Nov. 1, wheat 
prices will be “pegged” at 75 cents 
a@ bushel for the December future and 
80 cents a bushel for the May future, 
it was announced here by the Winni- 
peg Grain Exchange. 

The pegging of the price, on a 
Fort William basis, was made by the 
grain exchange at the request of the 
federal government. John I. McFar- 
land, general manager of the central 
selling agency of the Canadian Wheat 
Pools, declared the renewal of outside 
Selling recently complained of had 
caused the pegging. 

Text of the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change statement follows:

The October 
future for this year terminated Wed- 
nesday and only the December and 
May futures will appear on the board 
to-day, with the July future being 
added later, 


The peg keeps the December option | 


price at the level of the market’s 
close Wednesday, 75 cents a bushel. 
A gain of 4% of a cent will be neces- 
sary in the May future, which closed 
at 79% cents a bushel. 

Reference in the grain exchange’s 
official statement that the govern- 
ment agency would take up hedges 
on grain purchases was interpreted 
as assurance a market would be pro- 
vided for the Western Canada farm- 
ers’ wheat. It was also done to en- 
able elevator companies to function 
in a normal way in the Dominion. 

The announcement came from the 
exchange president, Roy W. Milner, 
after an emergency meeting of the 
council, 

Mr. McFarland, informed of the 
council's action, said immediate gov- 
ernment action had been found nec- 
essary because of resumption of 
heavy selling in the Winnipeg pit by 
interests outside the Dominion.

LABOR MAKES 
HEAVY GAINS IN 
BRITISH VOTING 


London.—Labor registered sweep- 
ing gains in returns available here 
from municipal elections held all 
over Engand. The heaviest losses 
were suffered by the Conservatives. 

The results were watched with 
keen interest because the elections 
are regarded as an unusually import- 
ant test of public opinion in view of 
the probability of a general election 
next year. 

The results in London district 
showed a strong swing to the Labor 
side but in many municipalities in 
that district the turnover still left 
the municipal reform party ahead. 
The municipal reform candidates are 
broadly classified as Conservatives. 

With 98 results complete through- 
out England and Wales, the results 
showed Labor had made 203 gains 
against eight losses; the Conserva- 
tives had gained 13 seats against 109 
losses; the Liberals had gained four 
and lost 34 and Independents had 
gained five and lost 74. 

With results in 11 London bor- 
oughs still to come, the result in 
London district showed Labor had 
gained 227 seats and lost one; the 
municipal reform (Conservative) 
group had lost 210 and gained but 
one while Independent and others had 
lost 17. 

Battersea was one London district 
where the Laborites captured enough 
seats to turn a municipal reform 
majority into a Labor majority. 

Voting in London was watched par- 
ticularly because there it was the 
first municipal voting since the gen- 
eral elections of 1931. In that area 
28 boroughs vote only once every 
; three years. London elections were 
| complete but elsewhere only one-third 
of the council membership was to be 
decided.

“Vice-premier Stanley Baldwin has 
said ‘our frontiers are the Rhine.’ 

“Can we be sure that the men in

Cause Needless Tragedies 


Curious Crowds Hinder Those Wt 
Could Help In Accidents 

Louis Barthou, the brilliant littTe 
foreign minister of France, bied to 
death, it is now known, from a bullet 
wound in his arm. The deepest 
shadow of that tragedy lies in the 
fact that his death from that wound 
could seemingly have been prevented. 
Hysteria and morbid curiosity on the 
part of the crowd delayed his arrival 
at a hospital; an extraordinary neg- 
lect of elementary first-aid such as a 
handkerchief tightly twisted above 
the wound, allowed his life to ebb 
away during the slow passage

North Pole Controversy 


Claim Dr. Cook Came As Close To 
Pole As Admiral Peary 

The claims of Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook to discovery of the North Pole 
were credited by J. Gordon Hayes, 
Polar historian, with as much accur- 
acy as those of Admiral Robert E. 
Peary. 

In his book, “The Conquest of the 
North Pole,” published recently, 
Hayes said many of Cook's state- 
ments “may be accepted as genuine 
and truthful.” 

Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd and 
Floyd Bennett were said by Hayes to 
have been the first persons actually 
to reach the Pole. 

“Admiral Peary,” Hayes said, 
“never was within 50 or more miles 
of the North Pole. There have been 
many critics of Peary’s claim on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and all 
disinterested inquirers have come to 
the same conclusion—that he didn’t 
reach the Pole; by this it may be 
understood he never was within 50 
or more miles of its position. 

Hayes submits Dr. Cook in 1908 
“probably reached at least as high a 
latitude as that attained by Admiral 
Peary the following year; that Cook’s 
statements except in relation to his 
attainment of the North Pole and 
possibly his glacial island, may be 
accepted as substantially genuine, 
truthful and accurate.”

Playing toa bumper honse, the Cross-

Goldie in the lesser roles of the other 
Hindoos, played up very effectively, and 
their parts found nice balance in the part 
of the Sheldon Sahib played by G. Y 
McLean. Mrs. Goldie the director is to 
complimented for the time she expended 
on this production, and also for the care- 
ful and correct setting of the play.

A delightful little play, with characters 
drawn bodily from small town life, giving 
quite a touching slant on the efforts to 
bé expended by the neighbours for an 
orphan boy.
